THE NATIONAL BANKS AND TITE 
LEGISLATIVE Bint REQUIRING 
Ports.—The National Banks of this 
State, under a recent decision of the 
Attorney-General, were required to 
furnish an annual report of their fi- 
nancial condition, jbut these banks 
have declined to do so, claiming pro- 
tection under the provisions of the 
National Banking Act ratified on the 
8rd of Mareh, 1864. The Attorney- 
General, in view of this refusal on the 
part of the banks, has just givena 
second decision, to the effect that 
under the provisions of the 40th sec* 
tion of the said Banking Act they 
came within the provisions of the 
Legislative enuetment alluded to, 
and that they must comply with all 
the provisions of the said Jaw during 
the present month, or action will be 
takea against them as therein provid- 
ed, 


AN EFFORT TOINDICT A JUDGE 
IN OWN COURT. 


On Thursday last Graham Hay- 
wood was summoned to appear before 
the Grand Jury of Wake at the in- 
stance of some person unknown, Ile 
demanded of the Court to know what 
the Jury wanted with him, and re- 
fused to appear before that body 
without being specifically sworn, 
and defending his right so to do, 

The Judge said he could take no 
cognizance of the matter, and so the 
subject ended for the day. 

On lriday, the foreman of the 
Grand Jury sent a written comomu- 
nication requesting the Clerk to swear 
Graham Haywood and T. F. Lee 
upon matters then pending before 
the Jury, viz: a charge of bribery 
against Judge Watts. The Clerk re- 
ferred the question to the Solicitor. 
The latter, after cousultation wilh 
gentlemen of the bar, called the at 
tention of the Court to the commu- 
nication, reading the contents, and 
asking the parties to be sworn and 
go before the Grand Jury. 

Col. Haywood objected to being 
sworn, Whereupon the Judge asked 
the Sheriffto bring the Jrand Jury 
into the court, which was done. The 
Judwze then addressed the jury atsome 
length, stating that he felt a delicacy 
in doing so ou amatter relating to 
himself not knowing that he had 
jurisdiction in aease involving his 
own guilt or imnocenee, lie asked 
as nimatter of justice to the court and 
to the bur that thejury should make 
known at whose instance this thing 
was done’? Foreman Whiting re- 
plied: ‘‘May it please your Hionor, 
the mattercatine before me through 
Josiah Turner, to the effect that 
Judge Watts had been guilty of bribe 
taking, and asked that the Crand 
Jury take cognizance thereof.” 

Col. Haywood asked the privilege 
of asking the foreman a question, 
which request was granted. Fle ask- 
ed, ifthe information was given to 
the Grand Jury in a body or to an in- 
dividual member? The reply was 
that it was given outside to the fore- 
man by the party named, 

Col. wood still objected to being 
sworn, and suggested that th. 
Court take a recess in order that the 
meoibers of the bar might consult 
among themselves as to the proper 
course to be taken, 

The Judge said he preferred that 
the members of the bar should ex- 
press (heir opinions in the presence 
of the Grand Jury,Sand that course 

rus adopted, 

Mr. Batchelor thought the Judge 
could take no proceedings as against 
himself, A case of this kind should 
be tried before a speeial Court, and 
the Grand Jury should be a part of 
that Court; but that the proper 
remedy was by impeachment ; that 
(rrand Jurors had no right to require 
Witnesses toanswer upon general in- 
formation ; that the Crand 
could not be approached by common 
informers outside of the jury room ; 
that the provisions of law were clear 
and specific on this point. 

G. V. Strong, Esq., coincided with 
the views expressed by Mr. Batel- 
elor, 

Judge Fowle held that the 
Grand Jury could assume the knowl- 
edge ofa fact no matter by what 
means the Jury came into possession 
of that knowledgs: their functions 
were merely ministerial, not judicial 
inform. thought the Jury had 
arightto investigate a subject like 
the present one before this court, 
though it would be proper to try the 
ease before another Judve. 

Mr. Gatlin coneurred 
Batehelor, 

Mr. C. M. Busbee also coneurred 
with Mr. Batchelor, and thought it 
would be indecent for the Court to 
fake cognizance of any charge affee- 
ting itself. 

Mr. Ashe had general views on tlhe 
subject but his arguments led nearly 
tothe same conclusions as those of 
Judge kowle. 

Mr. Snow thought the jury could 
take cognizance of the matter, but 
thought it would nos be in good 
tuste. 

Mr. Argo theught the Court dd 
not have the right tosit in judgment 
on its own ease and coincided gener- 
ally with Mr. Batchelor. 

Mr. W. W. Jones agreed with 
Judge Fowle that the information 
came lawfully before the jury. 

Mr. A. Smedes, thought as the 
matter had gone thus far, it should 
go farther.

Mr. Bledsoe agreed with Mr. 
Batchelor. 
The Solicitor insisted that the 


witness be sworn, and endorsed a 
request to the jury to that effeet. 

Judge Watts thought it improper 
tosit on hisown case, but as the 
niutter had assumed this shape, he 
requested the gentlemen to besworn 
and sent before the jury. He had 
ne power to order them to be sworn. 
Asa lawyer, he thought no court 
but that of one of impeachment had 
aright to trya Judge. But he was 
willing the jury should take this 
matter in hand and inyestigate it 
fully. 

The Solicitor again insisted that 
Col. Haywood be sworn and sent 
before the jury. 

Col. Haywood said he would 
oblige the jury by going before them, 
but it was a usurpation, and would 


| bean idle form, as he would re- 


| fuse to testify, they having no power 


to compel him, 

Judge Watts said he did not fear 
investigation. Since Col. Haywood 
bad placed himself upon high 
ground, he could not force him to go 
before the Jury. He said he was 
sorry the Grand Jury allowed itself 
to be imposed upon. 

Col. Haywood said if the Solicitor 
thought the matter could be facilita- 
ted in gett:: ¢ it before the Supreme 
Court he wos willing to be sworn, 
whereupon he asked the Clerk to 
swenr him and he went before the 
Jury. 

Judge Watts said that he would 
exchange Courts this Fall, and 
courted investigation, if it could be 
had outside ofa Court of Impeach- 
ment, 

The jury returned to the Court 
room in about fifteen minutes and 
said they did not feel justitied ‘in 
proceeding farther, and asked the 
opinion of Judge Watts, as a@ lawyer 
as to whatthey should do in the 
premises. The Judge declined to 
express any opinion, 28 those of the 
bar already given precluded any 
such necessity. The jury again re- 
tired and again returned, and were 
discharged for the term without have 


ing made a presentment of Judge 
Watts.

Munding the City Scrip, 

By an ordinance of our “City 
Fathers’? we (the tax payers) are to 
vote on the 1th inst to decide wheth- 
er oor not they shall fuud one 
huudred thousand dollars of city 
scrip. With the exception of some 
holders of the scrip who have bought 
atnuheavy discount, I have heard 
none favorit, but on the contrary 
most decided disapprobation ex- 
pressed against the whole scheme, 
heard a prominent lawyer of the city 
say there was a ‘‘Ring’’ at the bottom 
of it, and this seems to be the cong 
mon opinion. Be this as it may it is 
evident that the matter has not re- 
eeived that careful consideration at 
the hands of the Board of Aldermen 
which the interestsinvolved demand. 
Let us look at the facts. 

Ist. There is great haste in the 
matter, the time aliowed for a thor- 
ough consideration and discussion of 
the proposition is too short, and a 
great many of the tax payers of the 
city are entirely ignorant of the or- 
dinanee, 

Zod. Itis known that a portion of 
this scrip was illegally issued. i 
have been told by one of the Alder- 
menthat during the years of the 
Radical administration of the city 
rovernment when one of the ‘po. 
lice,’ oroneof the “hired 
sold his scripata discount, it was 
the custom toissue new scrip to make 
good thelossoftheshave. How much 
of this illegal serip was issued 
during the long term of years the 
radicals governed the city has never 
been ascertained, butthat it is con- 
siderable there can be little doubt. 
Now I would respectfully ask our 

roard of Aldermen if they have dis- 
charged their duty to the city tax- 
payers by calling «a vote to fund one 
hundred thousand dollars of serip, 
before they have ferreted out this il- 
legal issue, or even made an attempt 
to tind out theamount. It will not 
do to say that it is impracticable, for 
itean be done. They can require 
each holder to register his serip, and 
to State under oath how and for what 
he obtained it. ‘ For every wrong 
there is 2 remedy,’’ and no honest 
cit. cen will object to any fair and 
straight forward course to find out 
this illegal serip.

TAX PAYER. 

Discovery ANTIQUE STAt- 
VUARY.—The Ottoman Museum of 
Antiquities at Constantinople has 
lately been enriched by theJacquisi- 
tion of two life-size statutes of Ro- 
man workmanship, which were 
found the other day in Crete, and 
appropriated by the Turkish Goy- 
ernment, Which has added them to 
the collection in the Church of St. 
Irene, at Stamboul. According to 
Dr. Dethier, the director of the niu- 
seum, these statutes are chiefly in- 
teresting as monuments of the moral 
and intellectual decadence into which 
the mass of the Roman people had 
fallen in the Nero. The§statutes are 
both female figures. A tolerable le- 
gible inseription en the pedestal of 
one of them labels in the statute as 
that of Claudia, the daughter of Nero 
by his second wife Poppea, who, 
though she lived only to the age of 
four months, was raised by an imperi- 
aul edict to the rank of a deity, and 
was honored with alters and temples. 
The sculptor has, however, represen- 
ted his subject as a maiden seventeen 
or eighteen yeais ofage, and has en- 
dowed her wich a liberal coiffure. 
The second statute is thought by Dr. 
Detheir to be intended for Poppea, 
the wife of Nero, but the insrcip- 
tion on the pedestal no longer exists, 
having’ been erased probably during 
the period of reaction againstthe bru- 
tality of Nero, which followed the 
monarch’s career,

7 he circumstan- 
ces attending the ratification of the 
Convention are fully corroborated 
by the memory of many gentlemen 
uow in Raleigh, eye-witnesses and 
ear-witnesses of the orgies which 
attended the inauguration of the 
Constitution which the Republicans 
of this day resolve to preserve as 
the fundamental law “for an un- 
limited period of time.” The jour- 
nal of the Convention does not de- 
scribe the orgies in full, but “on 
motion of Mr. Abbott it was moved 
that while the Constitution was 
being signed by the delegates of the 
Convention, the Capitol Bell be 
rung” and while the bell was being 
rung, the “break down” and the 
song was going on around the 


Speaker's desk. Who respects a 


constitution so disgracefully ushered 
into existence? 


Who Framed the Present Canby 
Congtitntion ? 

On loeking over our files we find a 
issue of March 18, 1868, the following 
brief telegram from Raleigh announ- 
cing the adjournment of the Canby 
Convention on the evening of the 
i7th of March : 

RALEIGH, Mareh 17 1868, 

“The Constitutional Convention 
closing 


scenes last night and this morning 
were very discreditable. After the 
ceremony of signing the Constitu- 
tion was gone through with (the 
Conservatives having refused to sign 
it retired from the hall) the capitol 
bell was ordered to be rung in honor 
of the event. The floor was then clear- 
ed and the black and white Radicals 
joined hands, in honest social equal- 
ity forming a circie, and commenced 
asortofacorn fleld dance, singing 
such songsas “Old John Brown's 
Soul is Marching On,” and “Hang 
Jef! Davison asour Apple Tree.’’ 
The greatest disorder prevailed, * * * 
Gen, Litiletield, who had been mani- 
pulating the financial schemes of the 
Convention, amoung others, made a 
glorification speech and closed by 
calling upon the body to aid lim in 
singing “Old John Brown's Soulis 
Marching On.” which was done, and 
were followed by other songs of the 
same disyraceful character.”

Crime will never cease so long as 
the offender is elevated into the 


martyr, so long as the law is char- 
acterised as the minister of personal 
vengeance. It will never cease in 
fact while human nature is human 
nature ; but it may be repressed 
while justice is administered with 
blinded eye, and when the Execu- 
tive has the courage to steel his 
heart against those appeals of sym- 
pathy against the weight of evi- 
dence, the enormity of guilt, and 
against considerations of public 
policy.

Commutation of Owens’ Sentence.

XN, in his communi- 
cation stated that the eounusel for the 
prosecution wrote to the Covernor 
givingitastheir that the 
sentence should mot be 
but stated that they were ehuplos ed 
to assist in the prosecution. ‘J. 8." 
does not deny this. Now, there 
Were three lawyers, (all yventlemen 
of the highest respeetability, 
(iovernor Vance, M. A. Moore, Exq , 
anp R. W. Sandifer, wiowrote 
to the Governor and asked him to 
get the facts of the case and make up 
his own opiniwn, J.B, does not pre- 
tend that the Ciovernor ever asked 
for the facts. Now, why should the 
Governor take the opinion of Col. 
Hoke, who was tlhe counsel for 
Owens, in preference to the opinion 
ofthe counsel of the prosecution ” 
The counsel sor the prisoner and the 
prosecution were hoth paid for their 
services by their respective clients, 

It isadmitted that the petition of 
Owens was signed by ‘nearly two 
hundred persons,’’ and that many 
of them were highly respectable, but 
they were all residents of Lincoln 
county, and the murder was commit- 
ted in,Gaston. It does not strike us 
thata petition, after being vigorous- 
ly cireulated for some weeks, (as we 
are informed this was) among all 
colors, sexes and politics, with only 
two hundred signatures, exhibits 
very great unanimity of opinion 
among the people, when it is remem- 
bered, that in the county of Lineoln, 
there are several thousand residents. 

jut it is saidithat Ambrose Costner, 
Esq., one of the jurors who convicted 
Owens signed, the petition; it’ is ad- 
mitted that Mr. Costner is a gentle- 
man whose opinion is entitled to 
weight, but where are the other ele- 
ven jurors? One of them resides in 
the town of Lincointon, and several 
of them not further from town than 
does Mr. Costner, as we are informed, 
It is also admitted that Owens made 
a confession, but if the Governor had 
investigated the case he would have 
learned from witnesses, disinterested 
and respectable, that the confession 
was contradicted in nearly every 
material statement. 

He would have learned that the 
quarrel which Owens said led to the 
homicide, was a sheer fabrication. 
He would have learned that instead 
of plundering the deceased’ of 
only nine dollars, that he = got 
over 5100, » horse and a suit of cloth- 


es. 

It is true that a petition was sign- 
ed by nearly one hundred citizens of 
Gaston (where the murder was com- 
mitted, and who are familiar with 
the facts and circumstances attend- 
ing it) wassentto His Excellency, 
protesting against commutation, and 
this petition was signed by as respec- 
table citizens as live in Gaston,or an 
other county, and nearly every ofli- 
cer in the county signed it. 

Now it does seem that the letter of 
ex-Governor Vance and others and 
this petition from Gaston, should 
have been sufficient to have induced 
Hlis Excellency to have inquired tor 
the facts, and hecannot claim immu- 
nity from censure on the ground of 
ignorance of the facts—becaus: he 
was put on his guard, 

A citizen of Rutherford was indict- 
ed, and submitted at the last term of 
the court for an assault, and it was 
shown that the assault was a violent 
one, committed on election day, on 
an old man simply because he asked 
a negro to vote for one of the candi- 


= 


dates; it was also proven that the de- 
fendaut was a peace officer, and that 
he said, ‘the didn’t allowany one to 
interfere with the voters.” The 
Judge sentenced him to thirty days 
imprisonment, and we are inform- 
ed that the Governor pardoned him 
without any inquiry as to the facts. 

At the last term of Mecklerburg 
court, one Garvin was convicted of 
shooting a citizen at night, the ball 
passing through his body. He was 
sentenced to six months imprison. 
ment; the Governor also pardoned 
him, as we are informed, without any 
inquiry as to the facts. 

Now we do not complain that the 
Governor did not ask any one’s opin- 
ion as to whether a criminal should 
be punished or not. That is a re- 
sponsibility that belongs to his office; 
and no right thinking judye or solic. 
itor would give an opinion, but we 
do complain, in behalt of the public, 
that he acts without wetting the evi- 
denee. 

One of the persons convicted of 
murder in this District, also, as we 
are credibly informed, boasts that 
the Governor will pardon him—and 
soit goes. Docs the Governor 
tend, by paidoning desperadoes, and 
commuting the sentence of murd> 
ers to treat the courts of justice wio 
convict them with contempt? Does 
he wish to provoke the people to take 
the law into their own hands and 
onee more to throw our country into 
anarchy? “Heaven help us all,when 
we learn to pify and fear to punish,”

PREHOCRATIC CENTRAL COM.

RooMSoOr TITE DEMOCRATIC CON-

RALEIGH, June Ist, '75. 
lo the Peapleof North Carolina : 

The General Assembly at its ree 
eent session eniled a Convention of 
the people tomeetat Raleigh on the 
ith day of September next, for the 
purpose of suyvesting such altera- 
tions in our organie law as may be 
decmed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE, 

The necessity for changing many 
of (le provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is venerally and is 
too Co require extended 
enment. trae that some of our 
prominent inem at one time opposed 
the eall fora eonvention ; but their 
setion Was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not ou an itdisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in sceking to reform: our 
micht be mis- 
eonstrued by the violent) and 
informed men then controlling Con- 
vress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some harsh and 
unconstitutional action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exisis. We now 
have every assurnice that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
be observed boy the offiecrs of the 
Clovyernment, and feel asatisfaction in 
announcing to you thatthe time Tins 
at last arrived when the oilieials at 
Washington City concede that the 
people of North Carolina have the 
right to manage their local 
eoneerns which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. We ean proceed with- 
oul apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it the 
interests of our people. 

THLE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitation, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born the 
throes of Military reconstrue- 
tion. Tis authors were maintiy 
~“ejolists and adventurers, who fined 
lived among us witheut preferment, 
ocpossessed of qualifictions entitling 
them to it: others Were our reeent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of theic masters, and others 
still were carpet-bagvers, both black 
snd white—alen in feeling and 
Radical ia education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where known——-to despoil and = hu- 
miliate us.

TERRIBLE RAILROAD ACCIDENT.
